Second — Mode  of  Election. 


That  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod,  three 
Ministers  and  four  Laymen  whose  names  stand  lowest  in  the  Roll 
of  Ministers  and  Laymen,  comprising  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
retire  from  the  same,  excepting  in  every  fourth  year,  when  two 
Ministers  only  instead  of  three,  and  three  laymen  only  instead  of 
foul*,  shall  so  retire. 

That  the  new  members  of  the  Board  appointed  from  time  to 
time  in  succession  to  those  who  retire,  shall  be  appointed  in  the 
following  manner,  that  is  to  say  : The  three  Ministers^  or  two 
Ministers  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  chosen  by  the  said  Synod, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  same,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  seem  best  to  the  said  Synod,  and  the  four  Laymen,  or  three 
j^aymen  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  also  be  chosen  on  the  first  day 
of  every  annual  meeting  of  the  said  Synod,  by  the  lay  Trustees 
remaining  after  the  others  shall  have  retired,  such  remaining 
Trustees  on  that  day,  holding  a meeting  at  the  place  of  meeting  of 
the  said  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  such  new  Trustees,  wlio 
shall  be  chosen  from  a list  of  persons,  made  up  in  the  following 
manner,  that  is  to  say  ; Each  congregation  admitted  on  the  Roll 
of  the  said  Synod,  and  in  regular  connexion  therewith,  shall  at  a 
meeting  to  be  specially  called  from  the  pulpit  for  that  purpose  in 
every  third  year,  nominate  one  fit  and  discreet  person,  being  a 
member  of  such  congregation,  in  full  communion  with  the  said 
church,  as  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  Trustee  of  the  said  College, 
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and  the  persons  name  so  nominated  being  duly  intimated  by  the 
several  congregations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
in  such  form  as  the  Board  may  direct,  shall  be  enrolled  by  the 
Board,  and  constitute  the  list  from  which  lay  Trustees  shall  be 
chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  during  each  year,  such  list  to 
be  renewed  triennially,  and  the  new  list  to  supersede  the  old. 

The  names  of  members  thus  added  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  placed  from  time  to  time  at  the  top  of  the  Roll  of  the  Board ; 
the  names  of  the  Ministers  chosen  as  new  Trustees  being  first 
placed  there  in  such  order  as  the  said  Synod  shall  direct  ; and  the 
names  of  the  Laymen  chosen  as  new  Trustees  being  placed  in  such 
order  as  their  electors  shall  direct,  immediately  after  the  names  of 
the  said  Ministers. 

That  no  Professor  in  the  said  College  shall  during  his  Professor- 
ship be  eligible  for  election  as  a Trustee. 

That  the  retirmg  clerical  Trustees  may  be  re-elected  if  the 
S3mod  see  fit  to  do  so  ; and  the  retiring  lay  Trustees,  if  their  names 
appear  on  the  last  triennial  list,  may  also  be  re-elected  if  their 
electors  see  fit. 

That  in  case  no  election  of  new  Trustees  shall  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  then,  and  in  such  ease,  the  retiring  members  shall 
remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed  at  some 
subsequent  period. 

That  every  Trustee,  whether  Minister,  or  Layman, before  entering 
on  his  duties,  as  a member  of  said  Board,  shall  have  solemnly 
declared  his  belief  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Westminster  Confession 
of  Faith,  and  his  adherence  to  the  standards  of  the  said  Church,  in 
government,  discipline  and  worship,  and  subscribed  such  a formula 
to  this  effect  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  said  Synod,  and  that  such 
declaration  and  subscription  shall  in  every  case  be  recorded  in  the 
books  of  the  said  Board. 

Third — Their  Powers. 

The  Trustees  by  the  terms  of  the  Charter*  are  empoM^ered  to 
have  and  use  a common  seal,  and  to  change,  alter,  or  make  new 
the  same  seal,  as  often  as  they  shall  judge  expedient. 

That  they,  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  “Queen’s  College, 
at  Kingston,”  shall  and  may  be  able  in  law,  and  equity,  to  sue  and 
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he  sued,  implead,  aud  be  impleaded,  answer,  and  be  answered  unto, 
defend,  and  be  defended,  \u  all  eonrts  and  places  whatsoever,  ajid 
also  to  have,  take,  receive.  [)nrchase,  acquire,  hold,  possess,  enjoy 
and  maintain,  to,  and  t()r  the  nse  of  said  College,  any  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  of  what  kind,  nature  orquality 
soever,  so  as  that  tiie  same  do  not  exceed  in  yearly  value  the  sum 
of  Fifteen  ddiousand  (f  15,000)  Pounds  Sterling,  and  also  that 
they  shall  have  power  to  tidcc,  [uirehase.  ac(juire,  have,  hold,  enjoy, 
receive,  possess  and  retain,  all  or  any  goods,  (diattels,  monies, 
stocks,  charitable  oi-  other  contributions,  gifts,  benefactions,  or 
bequests  whatsoever,  and  to  give,  grant,  bargain,  sell,  demise,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  all,  or  any  part  of  the  sanse,  or  of  any  other 
])roperty,  real,  pei'sonal  or  otherwise,  they  may  at  any  time,  or 
times  possess,  or  be  entitled  to,  as  to  them  shall  seem  best  for  the 
interest  of  the  College. 

That  the  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  maf 
j-equire,  elect  and  appoint  a Principal,  who  shall  be  a Minister  of 
the  Chnrcli  of  vScotland,  or  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada, 
in  conuectioi  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  such  Pi-ofessor,  or 
Professoi’s,  JMaster  or  Masters,  Tutor  or  Tutors,  and  such  other 
( )fbcer  or  ( )tlicers,  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet. 

That  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  appointed  to  the  othce 
of  Principal,  or  to  any  Professorship,  or  other  office  in  the 
theological  department,  shall,  before  discharging  any  of  the  duties, 
or  receiving  any  of  the  emoluments,  make  such  declaration,  and 
subscribe  such  Formula  as  is  prescribed  for  the  Trustees — and 
that,  such  persons  as  shall  be  appointed  to  Professorships,  not  in 
the  thcdogical  dei>artmetit,  shall  subscribe  such  a h'ormula  as  the 
Synod  may  prescribe. 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees  siiall  receive  and  adjudicate  on 
con\plaints,  and  famas  affiecting  the  conduct  of  the  Principal. 
I’rofessors,  Masters,  Tutoi’s  and  ( )ffi(*ers,  and  shall  have  power  to 
admonish,,  reprove,  suspend,  or  i-emove  each  or  any  of  tlunn.  The 
gi’onnds  of  such  ad?nonition.  reproof,  suspension,  or  removal,  being 
recoidi'd  at  length  in  the  Books  of  the  ISoard. 

That  the  Tj'ustees  shall  have  tull  power  as  to  the  erection  and 
maiiitenance  of  all  colleg(M)uildings 

That  the  'frustees  shall  frame,  make,  revok<',  renew,  and  amend 
Rules  and  Ordinances  for  the  government  ot‘  the  College,  the 


performance  of  Divine  service — the  Studies,  Lectures,  Exercises, 
and  all  matters  regarding  the  same — the  number,  residence,  and 
duties  of  the  Professors,  Officers,  and  Servants,  and  their  salaries,, 
stipends,  provision,  and  emoluments — the  management  of  the 
revenues  and  property  of  the  College. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  lay  before  the 
Synod,  all  rules  and  ordinances  concerning  Divine  service — the 
duties  of  the  Professors  in  Theology,  and  the  studies  and  exercises 
of  Divinity  Students,  year  by  year. 

That  the  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  choose  a Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  and  also,  once  in  each  year,  or  oftener  as  the  case 
may  require,  a Chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  have  a deliberative  and  a casting  vote. 

That  the  Trustees  shall  select  and  appoint  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Board  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the 
Province,  a person  to  fill  such  vacancy  ; such  person  to  continue 
in  office,  and  be  in  all  other  respects  as  the  person  would  have  been 
by  whose  death,  resignation,  or  removal  the  vacancy  was  occasioned. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  their  meetings  to  such 
place,  and  at  such  times,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

The  Chairman,  or  in  his  absence  the  Senior  Trustee,  shall,  on  the 
written  requisition  of  three  meinbers  of  the  Board,  call  special 
meetings  by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers 
of  the  Province,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  by 
the  Secretary  intimating  by  writing,  the  time  and  place,  and 
object  of  such  meeting  to  every  member  resident  in  the  Province.  j 

Quorum. 

Five  Trustees  shall  constitute  a quorum  tor  the  despatch  of 
ordinary  business.  F(3r  the  disposal  and  purchase  of  real  estate — 
the  choice  or  removal  of  the  Principal  or  Professors,  thirteen  shall 
form  the  quorum. 

There  shall  be  two  general  meetings  of  the  Board  in  each  year, 
one  on  the  first  day  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and 
the  other,  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  opening  of  the  College 
in  October,  at  Kingston. 

The  mode  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  Board  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  generally  regulating  public  meetings. 
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That  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  Chairman 
during  his  year  of  office,  the  vaeaiicy  shall  be  filled  up  by  a new 
election  at  the  lirst  meeting  of  the  Board  thereafter. 

In  the  absenee  of  the  Cliaii-man  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  Senior  Trustee  present,  (whose  seniority  shall  be  determined 
by  the  order  in  which  tlie  said  Trustees  are  named  on  the  Trustee 
Roll)  shall  preside. 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  review,  alter  or 
amend  all  decisions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  a Court  of  Appeal, 
competent  in  every  case,  on  appeal  by  a member  of  Senate,  or 
Student. 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  invested  with  a general 
power  of  superintendence,  to  prevent  or  correct  any  accidental 
failure  in  the  regular  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Professors. 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  a Professor  has  become  unable, 
from  old  age,  or  other  causes,  to  discharge  his  duties,  shall  I'equire 
the  resignation  of  any  such  Professoi*. 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  require  the  Professors  in  the 
various  classes,  which  are  taught  by  regular  lectures,  to  prepare, 
and  submit  to  them  as  often  as  occasion  shall  demand,  a short 
summary  or  syllabus  of  the  general  subjects  of  the  course. 

II.  OF  TTTE  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 
First. 

That  the  Principal  and  all  the  Professoi’s  shall  constitute  a Court, 
called  the  “ College  Senate,*’  which  shall  have  general  superintend- 
ence of  the  College. 

That  the  Principal  shall  preside  in  the  Senate,  and  shall  have  a 
deliberative  and  a casting  vote. 

The  Principal  shall  have  the  ordinary  and  constant  inspection  of 
the  Professors,  and  shall  have  a general  power  of  inspection  of  the 
education  and  discipline  of  all  the  students. 

That  the  Principal  shall  be  empowered  at  all  times  to  superin- 
tend the  several  classes  of  the  University,  and  shall  visit  each  not 
less  than  once  a month. 

That  the  Principal  shall  be  present  at  the  distribution  of  class 
prizes. 
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That  in  the  event  of  the  Principal  being  absent  from  a meeting 
of  the  Senate,  at  which  there  may  be  an  equality  of  votes,  the 
consideration  of  the  matter  of  such  difference  of  opinion  shall  be 
adjourned  to  a subsequent  day,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  Principal,  and  in  case  of  his  continued  inability  to  attend,  and 
of  the  same  difference  of  opinion,  the  subject  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

That  the  Principal  shall  have  power  at  all  times  to  call  meetings 
of  the  Senate,  and  in  the  event  of  his  inability  to  summon  a 
meeting  when  necessary,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Senior 
Professor  to  do  so. 

The  Senior  Professor  present  at  any  meeting  shall  preside  in 
the  absence  of  the  Principal. 

That  the  College  Senate  shall  appoint  a Secretary,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the  meetings,  and  to  perform  such 
other  business  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  shall  exercise  discipline  over  the  Students,  and  over 
all  other  persons  resident  within  the  College. 

The  Senate  shall  maintain  order  within  the  College,  and  enforce 
obedience  to  the  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances. 

The  Senate  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  confer  the  Degrees 
of  Bachelor,  Master,  and  in  the  several  faculties. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Senate,  when  sitting  in  a judicial  capacity 
shall  be  open  to  the  public,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  the 
peculiar  nature  of  the  case  should  render  publicity  improper. 

The  Senate  shall,  year  by  year,  examine  all  entrants  applying  to 
be  matriculated  for  the  first  time. 

That  the  Senate  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  appoint 
a Secretary,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
meetings,  conduct  the  correspondence,  and  to  attend  to  such  others 
as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  Senate. 
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bV\ClJLTY  OF  ARTS. 

1.  — Professor  of  Humanity.

1st  Year. — That  the  first  year  of  attendance  at  College  shall 
include  the  first  Latin  and  first  Greek  Classes,  which  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  and  continue  till  the  last 
Thursday  of  April,  following. 

That  each  of  these  two  classes  shall  be  taught  hours  each 
day,  on  days  of  the  week. 

2nu  Year. — That  the  second  year  of  attendance  shall  include 
the  second  Latin,  second  Greek,  and  first  Mathematical  classes. 

That  each  of  the  second  Latin  and  second  Greek  classes  shall 
be  taught  hours  each  day,  and  days  in  the  week. — 

And  the  first  Mathematical  class,  one  hour  each  day,  on  five  days  of 
the  week. 

3rd  Y'ear. — That  the  third  year  of  attendance  shall  include  a 
second  Mathematical  class,  and  a class  of  Elementary  Logic,  or 
Metaphysics. 

That  the  second  Mathematical  class  shall  be  taught  one  hour 
each  day,  on  five  days  of  the  week  ; that  the  elements  of  Natural 
Philosophy  shall  be  taught  hours  each  day,  on  days 

of  the  week,  hour  in  lecturing,  and  hour  in  exami- 

nation, exercises,  themes,  composition,  &c.  &:c. 

4th  Y'ear. — That  the  fourth  year  of  attendance  shall  include  the 
classes  of  Logic  or  Metaphysics,  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

That  each  of  the  class  of  Natural  and  Moral  Philosophy  sludl 
be  taught  hours  each  day,  on  days,  in  the  week, 

time  being  employed  in  lecturing,  and  remainder  in  examinations, 
vk:c.,  &c. 
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DEGEEES. 

That  Students  who  have  completed  the  curriculum  of  study  tor 
four  years,  shall  be  qualified  to  be  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  ; that  this  Academical  honour  shall  be  conferred 
only  on  those  candidates  who  shall  pass  a strict  examination.  That 
full  attendance  of  a session  at  any  of  the  Universities  in  Great 
Britain  or  Canada,  shall  be  allowed  as  one  session  to  candidates 
from  these  Universities,  in  order  to  entitle  such  candidates  to  obtain 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  tiie  candidates 
must  undergo  an  examination  with  credit  in  the  following  branches : 

Latin. — In  Latin  he  shall  be  examined  in  two  Decades  of  Livry, 
or  in  the  Orations  of  Cicero,  and  in  the  whole  of  Virgil,  Horace, 
or  Juvenal.  Translating  the  same  either  viva  voce,  or  in  writing, 
or  both,  as  the  examiners  may  prescribe,  and  shall  be  called  to 
perform  exercises  in  Latin  composition. 

Greek. — In  Greek  he  shall  be  examined  in  three  books  of 
Thucydides,  or  in  Demosthenes, or  in  Aristotle’s  Ethics,  or  Rhetoric 
in  Prose  and  Homer,  or  in  two  tragedies  of  Sophocles,  or  of 
Euripides,  in  poetry.  The  candidate  both  with  regard  to  the  Latin 
and  Greek  examinations  having  his  choice  in  which  of  the  above- 
mentioned  authors  he  will  be  examined.  The  examination 
comprehending  both  poetry  and  prose. 

Mathematics. — With  regard  to  Mathematics  he  shall  be 
examined  in  the  second  and  fifth  books  of  Euclid,  Spherical 
Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections,  Algebra,  including  equations  of  the 
higher  denominations  and  calculus. 

Logic,  Moral  and  Natural  Philosophy. — bi  these  branches 
of  study  the  candidate  shall  be  examined  on  the  subjects  of  the 
courses  of  the  several  classes.  These  examinations  to  be  wholly 
conducted  in  writing,  under  the  inspection  of  the  examiners. 

With  regard  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. — Previously 
to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  being  conferred,  attendance  shall 
be  required  in  the  classes  of  Natural  History  and  Chemistry,  and 
that  the  said  Degree  shall  not  be  conferred  until  after  the  lapse  of 
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iit  least  one  year  subsequent  to  obtaining  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

That  the  degree  of  Master  shall  be  conferred  on  Bachelors  of 
Arts,  of  the  Universities  of  (Ireat  Britain  or  Canada,  Bachelors 
of  Arts  of  other  Universities  being  admitted  to  the  degree,  when 
tliey  have  attended  the  classes  above  prescribed,  and  when  they 
liave  undergone  tlie  requisite  examinations.  And  that  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  shall  only  be  conferred  after  examinations 
conducted  in  a similar  manner  to  examinations  for  the  degree  of 
Ijachelor  of  Arts. 

That  after  attendance  on  the  additional  classes  above-mentioned, 
as  necessary  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  an  examination 
shall  take  place  in  the  subjects  of  the  courses  of  these  classes,  but 
that  the  principal  examination  to  entitle  to  that  degree,  shall  take 
])lace  in  any  branch  of  Literature,  Philosophy  or  Science,  which 
the  candidate  may  select.  The  examination  to  be  conducted  in 
such  a manner  as  to  secure  very  high  attainments. 


EXAMINERS  FOR  DEGREES. 

'fhat  Examiners  for  degrees,  not  being  Professors  of  this  College, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate,  and  that  the  travelling  and  other 
expenses  of  such  Examiners,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of 
Tj'ustees. 

That  the  Examiners  for  the  degree  of  Masters  of  Arts,  shall 
themselves  be  Masters  of  Arts  or  Doctors. 

That  every  Examiner  shall  be  precluded  from  examining  any 
candidate  Avho  has  been  one  of  his  own  pupils. 

That  the  Senate  shall  provide  for  any  special  case  in  which  there 
may  not  be  a sufficient  number  of  Examiners,  on  account  of 
(lisqualilication  or  from  any  other  cause. 

That  the  Senate  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  the 
Examiners  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  to  be  Examiners 
foi-  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  if  otherwise  qualified. 

That  the  Examiners  shall  take  an  O'Ath.  de  Jideli. 

That  the  examinations  shall  take  place  annually,  at  such  times  as 
the  Senate  may  appoint,  and  the  hours  of  examination  to  be  from 
ten  till  four. 
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That  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  Master  of  Arts,  shall 
be  conferred  publicly,  at  a meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

That  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  may  be  given  with 
“ Honours.”  One  class  entitling  the  candidates  to  “ Honourable 
Distinction,”  Another  class  to  be  called  “ The  Highest  Class  of 
Honours.” 

That  for  “ Honorable  Distinction,”  excellence  in  Latin 
composition,  and  in  all  the  written  exercises  prescribed  shall  be 
particularly  required. 

That,  in  addition  to  what  entitles  candidates  to  be  classed  for 
“ Honourable  Distinction,”  the  “ Highest  Honours,”  may  be  taken 
either  in  classical  or  scientific  attainments. 

That  if  “ Highest  Honours”  are  desired  in  classical  attainments, 
good  Greek  as  well  as  Latin  composition  in  prose  shall  be  required. 
The  candidate  also  undergoing  an  examination  in  a greater  number 
of  Latin  and  Greek  authors,  to  be  selected  by  himself,  than  for 
“ Honourable  Distinction.” 

That  if  “ Llighest  Honours”  are  desired  in  scientific  attainments, 
the  Candidate  must  undergo  an  examination  in  some  of  the  higher 
and  more  difficult  branches  of  science. 

That  in  the  published  list  of  graduates,  separate  lists  shall 
distinguish  those  who  have  taken  the  “Highest  Honours,”  and 
tliose  who  have  taken  the  degree  with  “ Honourable  Distinction.”

To  meet  one  hour  each  day,  for  five  days  of  the  week,  three  days  |

Second  Class. — Theology,  strictly  so  called,  embracing  the  great  | 
doctrines  of  Revelation,  and  the  ground  upon  which  they  rest. — I

PROFESSOR  OF  ORIENTAL  LANGUAGES,  CHURCH 
HISTORY,  AND  BIBLICAL  CRITICISM. 

First  Class. — Elements  of  Hebrew,  and  translations  of  the 
Historical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  with  lessons  from  the 
Gospel  of  St.  John,  in  Hebrew.

BIBLICAL  CRITICISM. 

This  class  to  meet  five  hours  a week.  Three  for  lecturing,  and 
tw'O  for  examinations  and  exercises. 

The  Critical  Discourse,  denominated  Exercise  and  Addition, 
delivered  by  the  Students  according  to  the  Laws  of  the  Church,  to 
be  heard  by  this  Professor.

DEGREES  FOR  DIVINITY  STUDENTS. 


That  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Divinity,  shall  be  conferred  only 
on  students  of  irreproachable  moral  character,  who  have  regularly 
attended  the  theological  classes,  after  a strict  examination,  on  the 
evidence  and  doctrines  of  the  Christian  Revelation,  on  Biblical 
Criticism,  and  Ecclesiastical  History  and  in  Hebrew,  provided 
they  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  This  degree  to 
be  conferred  only  on  those,  who  have  subscribed  the  Confession  of 
Faith,  and  the  Formula  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

That  Examiners  in  Divinity  for  theological  degrees,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Senate,  and  the  examinations  ]nay  lie  conducted 
by  members  of  the  Theological  Faculty. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  shall  not  be  conferred  unless 
the  individuals  have  obtained  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
and  Master  of  Arts. 

This  degree  not  to  be  conferred  till  seven  years  have  elapsed 
after  the  candidate  has  obtained  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,

That  Students,  previously  to  their  attending  the  Prolessors  of 
Medicine,  shall  have  attended  the  Latin  and  Greek  Classes  in  this, 
or  in  some  oth(‘r  University  ; (Mathematics  aud  Philosopiiy,)  or, 
shall  possess  such  an  amount  of  knowledge  in  these  branches  of 
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study,  as  shall  enable  them,  upon  examination,  to  rank  with  those 
students  who  have  attended  these  classes. 

CURRICULUM  OF  STUDY. 

First  Year. — Anatomy,  Chemistry,  and  Materia  Medica. 

Second  Year. — Anatomy,  Surgery,  Theory  of  Medicine,  and 
attendance  on  Hospital. 

Third  Year. — Practice  of  Medicine,  Midwifery  and  Clinical 
Surgery,  Hospital. 

Fourth  Year. — Practice  of  Medicine,  Hospital  and  Clinical

Two  courses  of  Clinical  Aledicine  and  one  of  Clinical  Surgery 
shall  be  required. 

Natural  History  to  be  attended  during  any  year  of  the  course. 

Lectures  daily,  in  each  of  the  Classes,  except  that  of  Natural 
History. 

That  each  Lecture  shall  be  one  hour  in  length.  That  one  hour 
in  each  week,  to  be  devoted  at  tlie  option  of  the  Professor,  for 
lecturing  or  examination. 

That  regular  attendance  shall  be  strictly  enforced.  That  a 
catalogue  shall  be  called  at  each  hour  of  meeting. 

That  examinations  shall  be  imperative  in  all  the  Aledical  Classes, 
on  all  students. 

That  certificates  from  the  Aledical  Professors  to  Medical  Students 
shall  be  framed  on  the  principle  of  the  certificates  prescribed  for 
the  Faculty  of  Arts;  and,  candidates  for  degrees  in  medicine  shall 
produce  such  certificates  before  being  received  on  trial. 

That  the  Fee  for  each  class  shall  be  £2,  currency  ; with  the 
following  exceptions,  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  £1 
10s.  each,  and  Natural  History,  £1. 

A perpetual  ticket  to  any  class  shall  be  granted  on  payment  of 
a double  fee. 

Note — The  Committee  appointed  to  draw  up  these  Rules  deem  it 
important  to  suggest  to  the  Medical  Faculty,  the  desirableness  of  securing 
means  for  the  Students  attending  the  insane  prisoners  in  the  Kingston 
Penitentiary.

That  the  Session  shall  (;ommence  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  and  eontirnie  till  the  end  of  April. 

Examiners  shall  bo  appointed  for  granting  medical  degrees  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  examinations  which  have  been  proposed 
for  the  degrees  in  arts. 

That  every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  be 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

That  the  examination  for  medical  degrees  shall  be  conducted  in 
English  ; that  the  general  attainments  of  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall  embrace  a competent  knowledge  in 
Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  and  that  this 
knowledge  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  examination  to  be  conducted 
by  the  Examiners  for  degrees  in  arts,  in  such  works  as  shall  be 
lixed  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  which  examination  shall  take  place 
previously  to  the  examination  for  the  medical  degree,  except  in 
cases  where  the  candidates  have  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

That  no  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine,  who  has  not  studied  medicine  for  the  space  of  four  years. 

That  no  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  required  for 
the  medical  degree  who  has  not  given  sufficient  evidence  that  he 
has  studied  each  of  the  following  departments  of  medical  science  ; 


1. — Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic,  Anatomy" 

and  Surgery,Materia  Medica,  Midwifery  . During  courses 
and  the  diseases  of  Women  and  Children  j of  six  months, 
and  Chemistry.  


Clinical  Medicine. 


During  a course  of  six  months  or 
two  courses  of  three  months  each. 


Botany During  three  months. 


2nd. — Practical  Anatomy.  ■{  Three  courses  of  six  months. 

Natural  History, Medical  Jurisprudence,  ) During  a course  of  at 
Clinical  and  Military  Surgery ) least  three  months. 

3rd. — That  in  each  year  of  his  Academical  studies  in  Medicine, 
he  has  attended  two  at  least  of  the  six  months’  course  of  lectures 
above  specified,  or  one  of  these,  and  two  of  the  three  months’ 
courses. 


4th. — That  besides  the  course  of  Clinical  Medicine  already 
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prescribed,  he  has  attended  during  his  studies,  for  at  least  twelve 
months  of  another  year,  the  Medical  and  Surgical  practice  of  a 
general  Hospital. 

That  no  one  shall  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  who 
has  not  studied  in  the  manner  above  laid  down,  for  at  least  one 
year  in  this  College. 

That  certificates  equivalent  to,  though  not  precisely  the  same  as 
these,  may  be  presented,  and  should  the  Faculty  see  fit,  accepted. 

That  the  graduation  fee  shall  be  Thirty  Dollars,  and  the  annual 
matriculation  fee  One  Dollar. 

That  the  Fund  formed  by  the  graduation  fee  shall  be  applied  as 
follows  : — 1st.  A fixed  salary  shall  be  given  to  the  Medical 
Examiners ; 2nd.  A tenth  of  the  whole  fund  for  a Medical  Library 
and  Museum,  and  3rd.  The  remainder  to  be  equally  divided 
among  the  professors  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

OF  THE  PROFESSORS. 

That  the  Professors  shall  see  to  the  regular  attendance  of  the 
Students  upon  their  lectures. 

That  a daily  catalogue  shall  be  called  at  each  hour  of  meeting, 
and  the  absentees  marked. 

That  the  Professors  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  shall  commence  their 
classes  on  the  First  Wednesday  in  October,  and  the  Professors  in 
the  Faculties  of  Theology  and  Medicine,  on  the  First  Monday  in 
November,  and  all  continue  to  the  last  day  of  April. 

That  the  various  Professors  shall  give  the  students  a Christmas 
holiday,  from  the  24th  December  to  the  2nd  of  January. 

That  the  Professors  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  Session,  publish  a 
syllabus  of  the  Lectures  for  the  ensuing  Session,  with  the  Text 
Books  to  be  used. 

That  the  Professors  shall  regularly  examine  their  students  on 
the  lectures  at  separate  hours.  The  data  derived  from  these 
examinations  to  form  the  basis  of  certificate  in  as  far  as  respects 
intellectual  attainments. 

That  Professors  at  the  end  of  each  Session  shall  furnish  all 
Students  who  have  attended  their  classes,  with  certificates,  such 
certificates  to  be  framed  with  caution  and  discrimination,  and 
testifying  to  the  proficiency  and  attainments  of  the  Student,  and 
his  diligence  and  regularity  at  College.

And  gave  in  Essays,  (the 
nature  of  them  to  be  specified,)  on  all  the  subjects  prescribed,  or 
on  a certain  number  of  them  to  be  specified.  That  his  behaviour 
in  the  class  was  uniformly  proper,  or  generally  proper,  or  was 
frequently  such  as  to  require  censure,  and  that  his  general  conduct 
in  so  far  as  known  to  me,  was  correct,  exemplary,  or  the  reverse.

That  every  student  entering  the  University  sliall  first  matriculate. 

: That  Students  on  entering,  if  found  qualified  after  examination 

l>y  the  Senate  for  the  second  Latin  and  Greek  classes,  shall  be 

i 
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entitled  to  commence  with  the  said  classes,  as  public  students, with 
the  same  privileges  as  if  they  had  attended  the  classes  of  the  first 
year. 

That  every  Student  shall  undergo  a preliminary  examination  at 
the  commencement  of  each  year,  of  his  course,  on  the  subject  of 
the  preceding,  &c. 

That  every  Student  at  the  time  of  his  matriculation  shall 
subscribe  a declaration  of  obedience  to  the  authorities  and  laws  of 
the  University. 

That  every  Student  shall  give  regular  attendance  at  his  classes. 
Excuses  of  being  late,  or  absent,  in  every  case  to  be  judged  of  by 
the  Professor. 

That  attendance  at  the  examinations,and  performance  of  exercises 
and  essays,  shall  be  imperative  on  all  regular  students  in  the 
faculties,  exception  only  to  be  made  by  the  Professors,  in  the  case 
of  private  students,  whose  names  shall  be  reported  to  the  Senate. 

That  no  private  Student  shall  be  admitted  as  a competitor  for 
prizes,  or  as  a candidate  for  degrees. 

That  all  Students  purposing  to  attend  the  first  class  of  Mathe- 
matics, shall  previously  have  acquired  a competent  knowledge  of 
the  first  four  books  of  Euclid,  and  of  Algebra  as  far  as  simple 
E(piations,  inclusive. 

That  no  Student  shall  be  expelled  from  any  class  without  refer 
ence  being  first  made  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  a Committee 
appointed  by  them. 

That  all  students  shall  regularly  attend  morning  prayers  at  a 
quarter  to  9 o’clock. 

"riiat  Students  shall  regularly  attend  Divine  service  in  the  church 
to  which  they  belong. 

That  Students  belonging  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada, 
in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  shall  attend  St. 
Andrew’s  church. 

That  penalties  for  misconduct  or  breach  of  the  rules  of  the 
College  may  be  imposed  by  the  Senate. 

That  Students  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion  for  habitual  contempt 
of  the  Professors,  or  laws  of  the  University — for  grossly  immoral 
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conduct — or  for  any  serious  offcncii  against  the  laws  of  the 
Province. 

That  in  the  flxculty  of  Arts  the  fee  for  each  student  shall  be  £2 
each  class. 

That  the  matriculation  fee  shall  be  £1. 


MEETINGS  OF  SENATE. 

At  the  meetings  of  Senate  the  following  order  of  business  shall 
be  observed. 

First. — Reading,  amending,  if  necessary,  and  sanctioning  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

Second. — The  transaction  of  any  business  arising  out  of  the 
Minutes  remaining  over  from  the  last  meeting. 

Third. — The  taking  up  of  new  matter. 

That  three  members  in  addition  to  the  Principal,  or  Chairman, 
shall  constitute  the  quorum. 

The  Chairman  to  speak  to,  and  decide  on  questions  of  order  ; 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  any  member. 

A motion  must  be  seconded,  and  afterwards  read  aloud  by  the 
Chairman  before  it  is  debated,  and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing,  if  the  Chairman  or  any  member  require  it. 

Any  member  who  shall  have  made  a motion,  shall  have  liberty 
to  withdraw  it,  with  the  consent  of  his  seconder, before  any  debate 
has  taken  place  thereon,  but  not  afterwards,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Senate. 

An  amendment  may  be  moved  on  any  motion,  and  shall  be 
decided  before  the  original  motion. 

No  vote  shall  be  taken  on  any  question  by  ballot. 

If  any  member  shall  consider  himself  aggrieved  by  a decision 
of  the  Senate,  an  appeal  may  he  made  to  tlie  Boai*d  of  Trustees. 
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FACULTY  MEETINGS. 

That  each  Faculty  shall,  from  time  to  time,  have  power  to 
appoint  a Chairman  and  Secretary.  The  Chairman  to  preside  in 
the  absence  of  the  Principal,  who  is  Chairman  of  all  Faculty 
meetings,  ex-officio. 

The  order  of  business  observed  at  Faculty  meetings  to  be  the 
same  as  that  prescribed  for  the  meetings  of  Senate. 

The  different  faculties  shall  superintend  the  studies  in  their  own 
departments,  and  suggest  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  any  changes 
deemed  necessary  in  the  curriculum  of  study. 

They  shall  yearly  prepare  a syllabus  of  the  whole  course,  and 
submit  it  to  the  Board. 

The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  conduct  the  correspon- 
dence of  the  Faculties,  to  take  the  Minutes,  and  fde  all  papers  in 
the  order  in  which  they  have  been  read,  with  proper  endorsements, 
and  to  keep  them  in  order. 

BUESARIES. 

That  the  Bursaries  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  Senate  after 
examination,  and  awarded  according  to  comparative  merit. 

LIBRARY. 

That  the  Senate  shall  annually  appoint  a Committee  of  superin- 
tendence, consisting  of  the  Principal  and  not  less  than  four 
Professors,  two  being  a quorum,  for  securing  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  the  Library. 

That  the  Senate  shall  appoint  the  Librarian,  who,  in  all  cases  of 
difficulty,  shall  apply  to  the  Committee  for  advice  and  direction. 

That  the  Librarian  shall  keep  a distinct  and  accurate  record  of 
the  books  taken  out  and  received. 

That  each  matriculated  student  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
Library  two  volumes  at  one  time,  and  to  retain  them  for  two 
weeks.  That  if  students  shall  fail  to  return  books,  or  injure  them 
by  writing,  or  in  any  other  way  whatever,  they  shall  be  compelled 
to  replace  them. 

That  the  purchase  of  books,  and  every  other  matter  connected 
with  the  Library,  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Committee. 
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MUSEUM. 

Tluit  nil  donations  be  deposited  in  tlic  Museum  immediately  on 
their  arrival. 

That  the  Curator  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate. 

That  the  Curator  shall  make  out  a Catalogue  of  all  the  articles 
in  the  Museum  ; that  the  names  of  the  donors  shall  be  entered  in 
the  Catalogue  and  aflixed  to  the  articles. 

That  all  donations  shall  be  advertised  in  the  Presbyterian. 


MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  REVENUE. 

That  the  revenue  of  the  College  shall  be  entirely  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

That  the  Board  shall  be  unable  to  alienate  any  property  belonging 
to  the  College  without  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature. 

That  the  allowance  from  Government  for  any  of  the  Faculties 
shall  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  the  manner  recom- 
mended by  the  particular  Faculties,  should  the  Board  approve  of 
the  same. 

That  such  sum  annually  as  the  Board  shall  deem  lit  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  enlargement  of  the  Museum  and  Library. 

That  the  salary  of  the  Principal  shall  be  £650,  currency,  per 
annum. 

That  the  salaries  of  the’Professors  of  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and 
Theology  shall  be  £375  each.

iHE  Eighteenth  Session  of  Queen’s  College  will  begin  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
October  (6th  October),  1869,  at  which  date  all  Intrants  and  regular  Students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  are  required  to  be  present; 

The  Divinity  Classes  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November. 

Candidates  for  matriculation  as  regular  Students  of  the  first  year  will  undergo  an 
examination  before  the  College  Senate  in  the  first  three  books  of  the  jEneid  of 
Virgil;  the  first  three  books  of  Caesar’s  Commentaries ; Mair’s  Introduction;  the 
Greek  Grammar ; the  first  book  of  Euclid ; and  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  Vulgar  and 
Decimal  Fractions,  and  the  Extraction  of  Roots,  inclusive. 

The  only  charges  are  £1  for  Matriculation  Fee  ; £2  for  each  class  per  session,  to 
be  paid  on  admission  to  the  classes ; and  £1  additional  in  the  J^atural  Philosophy 
Class,  for  expenses  of  Apparatus. 

Each  Student  on  entering  must  produce  a certificate  of  Moral  and  Religious  Char- 
acter from  the  Minister  of  the  Congregation  to  which  he  belongs. 

Intrants  becoming  candidates  for  Scholarships,  will  be  required,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  Matriculation  Examinations,  to  undergo  an  examination  on  the  Greek  Gram- 
mar and  the  first  ten  chapters  of  the  Gospel  of  John.  For  Students  of  previous 
years  the  subjects  of  examinations  for  Scholarships  will  be  those  prescribed  at  the 
close  of  the  session.

The  IGngston  General  Hospital,  which  re- 
ceives the  sick  from  parts  intermediate  between 
Toronto  and  Montreal,  may  be  attended  by  the 
Students  of  Queen’s  College,  during  their  whole 
period  of  study,  on  payment  of  £1  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  course.  Four  members  of 
the  Medical  Faculty  will  be  the  medical  attend- 
ants of  the  Hospital ; and  will  thus  have  it  in 
their  power  to  afford  regular  Clinical  instruc- 
tion. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Province,  the  bodies  of  the 
convicts  of  the  Provincial  Penitentiary  are 
given  up  for  anatomical  purposes.  This  gives 
to  Kingston  very  great  advantages  for  the  study 
of  Anatomy ; and  great  pains  have  been  taken 
to  afibrd  every  facility  for  securing  the  benefit 
of  these  advantages,  by  supplying  accommoda- 
tion for  this  branch  of  study. 


I 
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As  the  science  of  Medicine  is  based  npon  a 
knowledge  of  Chemistry  and  Anatomy,  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  have  been  most  anxious 
to  obtain  a person  of  high  attainments  to  fill 
the  Chemical  Chair.  They  have  thus  great 
pleasure  in  announcing  that  they  have  secured 
all  they  could  desire  in  this  respect,  in  the 
person  of  Dr.  LAwsoif,  of  whom  a distinguished 
London  Lecturer  writes — I know  of  no  one 
better  fitted  for  a Chair  which  embraces  both 
Chemistry  and  ISTatural  History.”  With  such 
additional  talent  to  the  University,  the  Trustees 
cannot  but  anticipate  that  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, hitherto  unprecedented  in  the  Province 
by  the  rapid  and  steady  increase  of  the  number 
of  its  students,  will  even  more  than  maintain 
its  previous  reputation. 

To  meet  an  expected  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  students,  the  Trustees  are  now  erecting 
a spacious  building  adjoining  the  College, 
which  will  atford  to  the  medical  student  of 
Queen’s  College  accommodation  for  study  un- 
equalled, it  is  believed,  in  Canada. 

The  University  of  Queen’s  College 
being  incorporated  by  Poyal  Charter,  those 
possessing  its  Degree  in  Medicine  will  be  enti- 
tled to  their  Provincial  License,  to  practise 
Physic,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery,  by  presenting 
their  Degree  to  a District  Judge,  identifying 
themselves  on  oath  as  the  persons  named  there- 
in, and  paying  $4 — the  tee  now  paid  by  British 
graduates  in  Medicine  to  the  Provincial  Secre- 
tary for  a License  to  practise  in  the  Province.

Church,  a brief  Report  on  the  position  and  prospects  of  the  University, 
ceeding  year  adds  to  the  number  of  our  congregations,  and  to  the  vast  extent  of  couir 
try  over  which  they  are  as  yet  but  thinly  scattered,  the  friends  of  this  branch  of  th- 
Parent  Church  of  Scotland  cannot  but  regard  with  deepening  interest  the  advancement 
and  welfare  of  Queen’s  College.  To  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  especially  to  the  fosi 
tering  care  of  her  Colonial  Committee,  the  Presbyterians  of  Canada  are  indebted  fo^ 
many  pious  and  able  Ministers,  but  it  is  no  disparagement  of  the  assistance  and  sym 
pathy  so  freely  accorded,  to  say  that  for  the  future,  our  main  dependence  must  be  pla 
ced  on  the  Institution  over  Avhose  interests  the  Trustees  have  been  appointed  tc 
watch. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  lengthened  arguments  in  behalf  of  Queen’s  College  are  su 
perfluous  Avhen  addressed  to  a Court  AA’hich  has  so  often  urged  their  claims  upon  th(i  ;leiDi 
attention  of  its  adherents,  and  Avhich  numbers  among  its  members  an  increasing  numbe^ 
of  Ministers  Avho  have  gone  forth  from  the  College  Halls  to  fill  places  of  usefulness  in  tht 
Church.  The  objects  of  this  statement  Avill  be  better  attained  by  stating  the  present 
position  of  the  College,  and  by  endeavoring  to  show  that,  both  as  a School  of  Scientific 
learning,  and  as  a Theological  Institution,  its  sphere  of  usefulness  has  been  enlarged. 

It  is  Avith  sincere  pleasure  that  the  Trustees  are  able  this  year  to  report  a large  en-i 
crease  to  the  number  of  Students.  At  the  close  of  the  .Session  the  state  of  the  Rolli 
was  as  folloAvs ;

Ini 
addition  to  the  Students  enrolled  in  the  Divinity  Hall,  34  noAV  in  Arts,  have  announced 
their  intention  to  prosecute  their  studies  Avith  a vieAV  to  the  Ministry.  The  Church  canl 
thus  look  forward  to  the  services  of  45  Ministers  from  the  number  of  students  at  pres-i|  m 
©nt  on  the  Roll.  Hi 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  Synods  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Ngav  BrunsAvick  ai'ei  k 
successfully  encouraging  young  men  within  their  bounds  to  study  at  Queen’s  College,  ?ti 
as  Avill  be  seen  from  the  list  appended  to  this  statement,  12  Students  have  been  thusEbt 
received. 

The  office  of  Principal  continues  to  be  held  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cook,  Avhose  serA'ices 
in  that  capacity  the  Trustees  Avould  gladly  retain,  Avere  it  possible  to  carry  out  such  an 
arrangement.  Deepl}^  impressed  AA'ith  the  importance  of  this  office  to  the  College  and 
to  the  Church,  the  Trustees  are  using  every  endeavor  to  procure  from  Scotland  a suit- 
able Principal,  and  are  noAv  in  correspondence  Avith  the  Colonial  Committee,  and  Avith 
parties  at  home,  AA’hose  co-operation  and  aclAuce  have  been  solicited.  The  anxiety  of 
the  Trustees  in  regard  to  this  matter  Avill  doubtless  meet  AAuth  the  sympathy  of  the 
Synod,  as  it  is  not  placing  too  high  an  estimate  upon  the  importance  of  the  office  to 
say  that  AAfiioeA'er  receives  the  appointment  may  influence,  through  his  teaching  and  j 
example,  no  small  portion  of  our  church  during  many  years  to  come. 
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The  Trustees  cannot  allow  an  opportunity  such  as  this  statement  affords  to  pass 
without  bearing  testimony  to  the  ability  and  success  of  the  Professors  of  Queen’s  Col- 
lege. Labouring  under  difficulties  inseparable  from  carrying  on  the  work  in  a country 
where  the  means  of  elementary  education  are  beyond  the  reach  of  many  students,  each 
of  these  gentlemen  has  brought  his  class  into  a high  state  of  order  and  efficiency.  The 
recent  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  Session,  were  such  as  to  reflect  high  credit 
upon  all  who  are  charged  with  the  laborious  dutiesof  the  Professional  Chair. 

Since  last  meeting  of  Synod,  Dr.  George  Lawson  of  Edinburgh  has  been  appoint- 
ed Professor  of  Chemistry  and  I'iTatural  History  in  the  University,  and  the  Trustees  feel 
assured  that  his  services  will  prove  very  beneficial  to  the  Students  of  Queen’s  College, 
and  will  tend  to  give  the  Institution  a higher  standing  than  before  among  the  schools 
of  scientific  learning  in  the  Province. 

The  Treasurer’s  accounts  appended  to  this  statement,  afford  full  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  Finances  of  the  College.  The  revenue  continues  to  be  derived  from  the  in- 
terest of  funds  safely  invested  in  Bank  Stock  and  other  Securities,  together  with  annu- 
al grants  from  the  Legislature,  the  Temporalities  Board,  and  the  Colonial  Committee. 
It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  the  collections  in  aid  of  the  fund  for  purchasing  the  present 
eligible  site  and  building,  have  fallen  so  far  short  of  the  amount  anticipated.  At  a cost 
of  i;G,000  the  property  was  accpiired,  but  not  more  than  one-half  of  that  sum  has  been 
collected. 

Owing  to  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  Students,  the  accommodation  afforded  by 
the  old  College  Building  has  been  found  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  University.  Several  larger  classrooms  wmre  greatly  needed,  those  formerly  in  use 
being  over  crowded  and  even  unhealthy.  After  much  deliberation,  and  confidently 
relying  upon  the  liberality  of  the  Church,  the  Trustees  decided  to  ex]')end  a portion 
of  their  funded  capital  in  the  erection  of  a large  building  in  rear  of  the  College,  a por- 
tion of  which  was  used  for  the  first  time  at  the  recent  examinations.  In  addition  to 
commodious  class  rooms,  a large  Hall  for  Divine  service  and  for  assembling  the  entire 
body  of  Students  at  examinations  Ac.  has  thus  been  provided,  together  with  a suita- 
ble apartment  for  the  museum  in  course  of  formation.  The  Medical  De- 
partment, it  is  understood,  are  to  pay  a proportionate  rent  for  the  rooms  appropriated 
to  their  use,  but  the  large  expenditure  will  still  make  a serious  inroad  upon  the  limited 
income  of  the  College,  and  the  Trustees  therefore  again  respectfully  appeal  to  the  Synod 
and  to  the  Church,  for  further  aid  to  their  building  fund. 

The  Library  of  the  College  has  received  but  lew  additions  during  the  past  year, 
the  sum  available  for  purchasing  new  books  being  very  limited.  Donations  of  suitable 
books  will  be  gladly  received  by  the  Trustees,  and  ackno'wledged  through  the  Presly^ 
terian. 

In  older  Lhiiversities  at  home,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  afford  aid  to  deserv- 
ing young  men  while  prosecuting  their  studies,  and  in  a new  country  such  as  Canada, 
the  need  of  such  assistance  is  even  more  urgent  than  in  Scotland.  Notwithstanding 
former  appeals  to  the  liberality  of  the  Church,  the  Bursary  Fund  of  Queen’s  College  is 
still  cpiite  inadequate  to  meet  the  necessities  of  many  students,  and  this  deficiency  has 
been  a source  of  deep  anxiety  to  the  Professors  and  Trustees.  Several  Congregations 
have  responded  most  liberally  to  the  appeal  made  witli  the  sanction  of  the  Sj’uod,  and 
in  some  instances  Bursaries  have  been  endowed  or  promised.  From  a large  portion  of 
the  Church,  however,  no  response  has  been  received,  and  the  Trustees  again  venture 
to  crave  the  approval  of  the  Synod  to  a further  eflbrt  for  the  supplementing  of  this 
most  deserving  scheme.  During  the  summer  one  or  more  of  the  Professors  will,  it  is 
hoped,  be  able  to  visit  congregations  of  the  Church  with  a view  to  laying  before  them 
the  claims  of  the  Bursary  Fund. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  College  Session  took  place  on  Thursday,  2Sth  April, 
in  the  new  Hall  of  the  University,  when  degrees  were  conferred  on  graduates  in  Arts 
and  in  Medicine,  and  a closing  address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cook.  Previous 
to  these  exercises,  the  various  classes  were  examined  ty  their  Professors  in  presence 
of  the  Trustees,  and  ample  opportunity  was  thus  afforded  of  testing  the  attainments  and 
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comparative  standing  of  the  Students.  Were  proof  needed  of  the  usefulness  of  Queen’s 
College,  and  of  the  high  order  of  instruction  communicated  within  her  walls,  such  an 
occasion  as  this  was  well  fitted  to  encourage  the  friends  of  the  University,  and  no  on© 
could  witness  the  promising  body  of  young  men  then  assembled,  without  solemn  emo- 
tions of  gratitude  to  Him  who  has  sustained  the  Institution  during  many  a season  of 
trial,  and  is  now  bestowing  upon  it  so  large  a measure  ot  success. 

With  this  brief  Eeport,  the  Trustees  respectfully  submit  their  annual  statements 
and  accounts;  and  crave  the  continued  aid  of  the  Synod,  together  with  the  prayers 
of  aU  who  have  at  heart  the  extension  and  prosperity  of  our  Church.

REPORT- 

A Statement  of  this  Fund  to  9th  ult.  accompanies  the  other  accounts,  then  audited,  of  Queen’s 
College,  and  submitted  herewith. 

The  above  is  a continuation  of  the  same,  which  it  was  thought  proper  to  submit  also  for  the 
information  of  the  Synod,  being  further  payments  made  to  Students  on  the  orders  of  the  Senatus, 
at  the  close  of  the  Session. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  funds  contributed  were  much  short  of  what  was  required  for  those 
payments,  which  were  only  effected  by  a temporary  advance  obtained  from  the  General  Funds  of 
the  University.  This,  at  the  present  time,  when  the  Trustees  have  to  dispose  of  a portion  of  their 
Funded  Capital  to  provide  means  for  the  new  buildings  now  in  course  of  erection,  was  felt  to  be  in= 
convenient;  but  in  order  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  it  was  made,  in  the  confident  hope 
that  by  the  liberality  of  the  Church  it  would  be  speedily  made  up. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Trustees,  it  will  be  noted  that  a large  accession  to  the  numbers  of 
those  studying  for  the  ministry  last  Session  in  Queen’s  College,  may  be  expected  in  the  next. 
This,  whilst  it  calls  for  gratitude  to  God  on  the  part  of  every  well  wisher  of  the  Church,  calls  also 
for  the  exercise  of  the  wisdom  and  prayerful  consideration  of  the  Synod,  in  devising  and  carrying 
out  of  measures,  adapted  not  only  to  sustain  but  to  increase  this  Fund,  in  the  objects  of  which  so 
much  of  the  future  prosperity  and  increase  of  our  Church  is  involved. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
